INSPECTOR SLATES 
CLINIC IN 
COFFEE COUNTY 


A abies clinic will be 
announced next week in The 
Clipper. Dr. Phillip Hamm, 
who is rabies inspector for 
the westem part of Coffee 
County, will hold the clinic 
for the benefit of pet owners. 

It is very necessary that 
all dogs and cats be given the 
rabies shots for the protection 
of their owners, children and 
also other animals. 

Every year it is necessary 


suffer the ordeal of the many 
‘shots necessary when bitten 
by a rabies animal. Except 
for the shots they would have 
certain death after being 
bitten by a rabies animal. 

Law requires that all dogs 
and other pets be given the 
shots or be destroyed as a 
safe guard to humans and 
animals. The rabies clinic is 
‘set up every year for the 
benefit of pet and hunting dog 
owners, It is not a money- 
making activity for the vet 
holding the clinic but more or 
less a service. 

Rabies is an acute fatal 
infectious, disease caused 
by a filterable virus, trans- 
mitted thru the bite of a rabid 
animal and characterized by 
an emotional and nervous 
disorder, with reflex excit- 
ability, paralysis, and death. 


The disease is primarily one] | 


of the canine (dog) and feline 
species and other carnivore 


“ble. Other species of animals 
do not communicate the 
disease for they are not in- 
clined to bite. Seldom is 
rabies more than once remov- 
ed from the dog. Therefore, 
control of rabies in dogs tends 
to control the disease in all 
animals. 

Rabies occurs in all parts 
of the world and is especi- 
ally prevalent in temperate 
zones and where there is a 
large canine population. It is 


widely prevaJent in the U.S, | 


However many areas in this 
country are relatively free of 
the disease due to the large 
percentageofdogs vaccinated.

Thus, 
animals in a very early stage 
of rabies may transmitt the 
disease thru biting, 

The incubation period is 

variable, but in the great 
majority of cases, regardless 
of species, onset is not long 
delayed and death occurs 
within 15 to 40 days. Rarely 
the incubation period may be 
much longer even several 
months. 
The symptoms of rabies are 
ose of a nervous or mental 
disorder, They range from 
docile to furious. Therefore 
most positive diagnosis of 
rabies must be made on ex- 
amination of the brainstem 
after death.

In Animals ... 
Humans Have Died 


CLINIC IN COFFEE 
COUNTY SLATED 
JULY 15 - 20 


Attention is called to the 
tabies clinic that will be 
held in the different areas of 
West Coffee County all next 
week. Aschedule will be found 
in a display advertisement in 
this issue of The Clipper. 
This clinic is being held 
for the benefit of pet owners. 
It is so very necessary that 
all dogs and cats be given 
the tabies shots for the 
protection of their owners, 
children and other animals 
as well as for the safety of 
the pets. Law requires that 
all dogs and other pets be 
given the shots or be destroy- 
ed as a safe guard to humans 
and animals. ‘The rabies 
clinic is not a money-making 
scheme for the veterinarian 
holding the clinic. The 
veterinarian has set up the 
clinic and will go into the 
different communities so that 
owners may have their dogs 
and cats inoculated without 
the longer period of time 
required to bring them into 
town for the shots. 

All warm-blooded animals 
are susceptible to rabies. 
Prize cows have been known 
to die because they were 
bitten by a rabid dog or wild 
animalof some kind, which 
could have been avoided if 
the majority of animals had 
been inoculated. At least 
there would be less rabies 
if a large percentage of all 
dogs and cats were inocu-

This writer knew of a 
farmer and his son in 
Covington County having to 
take the many painful shots 
required for rabies after they 
were infested by the milk cow 
that had developed rabies 
after being bitten by a rabid 
animal, 

One man died in Coffee 
County in the 40’s after being 
bitten by a rabies animal and 
many were required to take the 
painful shot series because 
they were bitten by a rabid 
dog. 

It is a state and county 
law and a city ordinance that 
all pets wear tags to show 
thattheyhave been inoculated 
for rabies. Following a tragic 
death of a human being, ani- 
mal owners are prone to be 
more careful of the protection 
of their pets but during the 
past few years the percentage 
of inoculations have decreas- 
ed, thus there is a large per- 
centage of rabid animals in 
Coffee County. The neglect 
of rabies inoculation could 
result in some person dying 
of rabies. 

A rabies animal is not 
always vicious and they do 
not always go around foam- 
ing at the mouth, but they 
will bite anything that moves 
and within a very short time 
could bite many children as 
well as other pets. Rabies 
virus may be present in the 
saliva of an animal several 
days prior to the onset of 
symptoms, but animals in 
every stage of rabies may 
transmit the disease by 
biting, 

One reason it is so neces- 
sary that the rabies law be 
enforced is because of stray 
dogs in a community which 
many times will go in packs 
over a city and many times 
they will transport rabies to 
prized pets and children. The 
enforcing of the rabies law 
will eliminate these stray 
dogs that have not been 
inoculated. 

Rabies is an acute fatal 
infectious disease caused by 
a filterable virus, transmitted 
thru the bite of a rabid ani- 
mal and characterized by an 
emotional and nervous disord- 
er with reflex excitability, 
paralysis, and then death. 

Rabies occurs in all parts 
of the world and is especial- 
ly prevalent in temperate zones 
and where there is a large 
canine (dog) population. It is 
widely prevalentin the United 
States but in many areas are 
relatively free of the disease 
due to the large percentage 
of dogs vaccinated. 

The symptoms of rabies 
are those of a nervous or 
mental disorder. They range 
from docile to furious. The 
most 
rabies must be made on 
examination of the brainstem 
after death. This newpapers 
urges preventingdeath of pets 
by keeping them inoculated 
against the dreadful rabies.
